Busi- 
ness was suspended and flags were flying 
over public and business buildings. The 
uniformed cotrpany of the exempt fire- 
men's association were out early to do 
honor to Washington's memory.

men marched down Broadway to the 
bridge and proceeded thence over to 
Brooklyn where they headed the proces- 
sion of forty-six companies of Kings and 
Queens county "exempts" which ponded 
there today in honor of the day.

A Representative Audience Listens to 


His Able Address. Municipal Govern- 


ment. How Best to "Hold the 


Western Gateway." 


A representative North Adams audi- 


ence of ladies and gentlemen, 
which 


nearly tilled the Pythian hall, met Friday 
evening to hear the address of Dr. John 
Bnscotn, delivered under the auspices of 
our city board of trade. 
The announced 


subject of the address was "The Welfare 
of North Adams," but while the funda- 
mental principles of good citizenship, as 
brilliantly presented by the eminent 
rco-ioui st and ;.peake;', were peculiarly 
applicable to our yomfg city, they as- 
sume:! under his seholaily and masterly 
treatment a breadth and scope that made 
them applicable to state and national as 
well as to municipal government. 


Preparations had been made to have 


the address reported in full but unfortu- 
nately, owing to a failure in the illuminat- 
ing appointments ot the hall, the light 
was so dim as to render stenographic 
work impossible. 


J>nllcs o 


l)r. Eascom being very happily intro- 


duced by E. S. Wilkinson, president of 
the board of trade, began his address by 
speaking of the duties of citizenship in 
the broadest sense of the word, and said 
that while as a nation we had not nnde a 
failure of the republican form of govern- 
ment we had not accomplished all thai 
had been hoped for by the tramers of our 
constitution. The chief cause of this dis- 
appointment he attributed, later iu his 
address, to the fact that while in the days 
of the Revolution the equality of man 
was the dominant idea it had ceased to be 
true In recent yeais; stating that no 
civilized country within the hist thirty 
years had developed inc.ie striking in- 
equality among its citizens thnu our own. 


IndlvKliiallKtii \». PatriolUm. 


This inequality had been developed 


largely by the accumulation of enormous 
fortunes and consequent money power in 
the hands of selfish and unpatriotic men. 
Inequality goes a great way ton ard sepa- 
rating men from each other. It' large 
fortunes are created by legitimate indus- 
trial enterprises no harm could result, but 
instead the work of acquiring such for- 
tunes may result in great good to the 
community and the nation. But a large 
proportion of this individual wealth has 
been accumulated by taking advantage of 
unwisely framed laws and by unpatriotic 
and fraudulent means. Individualism has 
suffered by lack of patriotism.

In speaking of the desirability of our 


starting right as a muicipality he said 
the citizen is not unlike the city ; it is 
difficult to change established conditions. 
Small cities have always won the greatest 
renown in the lints of art and commerce 
and have gained a personality and power 
that are impossible to large cities. Small 
cities are within the handling of the peo- 
ple. Large cities are largely beyond the 
influence of the individual, where the re- 
sults of individual efforts are practically 
unknown or indefinable. Industrial cities 
where all classes are united in their work 
have most conspicuously fostered liberty 
and social power.

lie did not flatter North Adams by say- 


ing it was a beautiful spot (and it was 
hardly natural— our words not the speak- 
er's — that a resident of such a paradise as 
Williamstown shouldi, but he did say it 
was an excedingly picturesque place and 
capable of becoming a very interesting 
and important city.

Enterprise carried into politics may 
become perverted enterprise with most 
lamentable and disastrous results. Party 
welfare is too often personal instead of 
public welfare.

The Liquor Traffic and Its Supporters 


Arraigned. High License Denounced, 


The County Needs True Men and 


Women. A Great Danger. 


The closing session of the Woman's 


Christian Temperance union convention 
at the Baptist church last evening was 
not largely attended, which fact was due 
n part, undoubtedly, to the many other 
.ttractions in the city. 
The opening 


irayer was ofiered by Rev. F. D. Penney. 
The address was by Mrs. Susan S. Fes- 
enden of Boston, state president of the 
W. C. T. U., and Was a very earnest 
and able effort. Her subject was "Bum 
Monopoly," and she portrayed in glowing 
erms the sway this monopoly has, and 
rraigned the Christian people of the 
ountry for not bringing it to an end. The 
>eople, she said, bow down to the liquor 
tower for revenue, and the country is 
doomed unless a change shall be bronght 
ibout. God had a great purpose in view 
when this government was founded, and 
bat purpose will be achieved if the peo- 
>le are true. But no soul ever drifted to 
leaven, and no country ever drifted to a 
ilgh position. 


Mrs. Fessenden'had a whiskey trade cir 


cular from which she read. It showed 
hat 48,000,000 gallons of whiskey were 
turned out by the distilleries of this 
ountry last year. The speaker thought 
that the people might safely differ on the 
ariff, free silver and kindred questions, 
but that they should stand solid for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic. She 
scored the oft-repeated assertion that it 
cannot be put down. There are 5,000,000 
'hristian voters in this country, she said, 
and it can be put down whenever these 
voters get ready to do their duty. 


Mrs. Fessenden bore down severely on 


high license. She said it was devised by 
the liquor interests of the state a few 
years ago to save themselves from utter 
rout, and the dodge was so ingenious as to 
deceive many good temperance men and 
even some ministers of the gospel. A 
aw that guards an evil and punishes its 
victims deserves nothing but contempt. 


Our country needs true men and women 


more than it needs revenue from the li- 
quor traffic. And if the laboring people 
could see this rum monopoly as it is, it 
would be much better ior them. It is a 
far worse monopoly than any against 
which they strike, yet it is not strange 
that they do not see it in its true light 
when it is upheld by the educated and 
cultred classes. 


This problem cannot be entirely solved 


by education. The environments of the 
children are as potent as their books. The 
low tone of public sentiment is the trouble. 
This was illustrated by an incident that 
occurred in a public meeting in New York. 
A speaker pointed to a man on the plat- 
form and spoke of him as an almost 
perfect man, "but," he added, "he could 
not be as good as he is if he wanted to be 
mayor of New York." In view of all the 
evils of the liquor traffic, Mrs. Fessenden 
declared that "thrice welcome will be any 
disaster that shall arouse the people to 
the danger which confronts them before 
it is too late." 


The address was attentively heard and 


was received with applause. At its con- 
clusion a collection was taken and Mrs. 
Torrey, president of the union, announced 
that the next convention, which will be 
the annual convention, will be held in 
Fittsfield early in June. The singing of 
the Ooxology was followed by adjourn- 
ment.

Mrs. Fessenden made a remark in a 


casual way yesterday which will give 
pleasure to the women in this county who 
are supporters of the woman's suffrage 
doctrine. She said she found the woman 
suffrage sentiment more earnestly advo- 
cated in Berkshire county than in any 
other county in this commonwealth.

WHY POTATOES ARE CHEAP. 


Low Tariff on Tobacco Malcei Farmer! 


Grow More Tubera. 


The low value at which potatoes are 


selling this year is due to the larger area 
of land planted to that crop, because of 
the smaller area planted to tobacco, as 
farmers found the price paid for tobacco 
nnremnuerative under the existing low 
tariff. In tha November crop report of 
the department of agriculture Secretary 
Morton said: 


"New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 


Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa—states 
of large acreage—have all yields of more 
than 100 bushels por acre, some of them 
greatly in excess of that tignre. The gen- 
eral average for quality is 94.8. The 
states of large yield named above are 
also among those in which tho quality 
is high. In three of them it is rated 
above 100." 


So as to note the effect of the de- 


| creased tobacco area planted in three of 


these states of "largo acreage" and "of 
large yield," as well as in Massachu- 
setts, which Secretary Morton did not 
include, we give the decrease in the to- 
bacco area of each, their average yield 
of potatoes and the average quality of 
their potato crop:

In these fonr states the average yield 


of potatoes was 118 bushels per acre nnd 
the average quality was 100—that is a 
perfect crop. All of these states were to- 
bacco growing states, and their tobacco 
area was reduced, while their acreage 
planted to potatoes was increased. Tho 
result was that the rich tobacco lands 
gave enormous yields of potatoes of ex- 
cellent quality. It would bo better for 
farmers who grow potatoes that njoio 
land should again bo used in growing 
tobacco. This can he assured by restoi - 
ing tho ilcKinley tariff on tobacco leal'. 


How Farmers Foel. 


Fr«e wool is a dismal failure. It has 


had u fair trial, though its advocates 
still insist that more time is needed to 
demonstrate that free wool and protect- 
ed woolens are the best policy. But if the 
experiment is tried much longer there 
won't be many sheep left to care what 
is done.—American Agriculturist.

President Olyphnnt has donbtless al- 


ready realized the error ho made in say- 
ing that he con!d "see no reason why 
the result (Democratic success in the 
national elections of 189S) should have 
any effect on tho condition of railroad 
interests." The reason wag stated by 
Vice President Sykes, because "rail- 
roads benefit from the prosperity of the 
people.'' 


As the people did not have prosperity 


during the tvro years of this Democratic 
administration, they ccnld not afford 
to travel on the railroads, consequently 
the passenger earnings averaged $223 
per mile less for the 1894 and 1895 
years than their average during the 
three years of McKinley protection to 
the American people. The same reason, 
the lack of prosperity among the people, 
checked the dciijasd for goods, reducing 
the quantity of freight to be hauled, 
and consequently the freight earnings 
of all railroads from an average of 
(4,813 per mile down to $4,077, a loss 
to tho companies of $736 per mile un- 
der the Democratic administration, mak- 
ing a total loss of $959 per mile. 
Tho 


statistician of the interstate commerce 
commission, Mr. Henry C. Adams, fully 
realizes the cause and effect, for he said 
in his report: 


"It should'be remembered, in order 


to understand the trend of business re- 
flected in these figures, that the years 
1891 and 1893, especially the latter, 
were unusually prosperons years for the 
railways so far as the volume of f affio 
ie' concerned, but that the year 1893 
witnessed ft great commercial panic, 
and that the years 1804 and 1395 are 
properly characterized as years of com- 
mercial depression. 


"The 
most significant fact in the 


above comparison, as throwing light np- 
qn tho effect of commercial depression 
upon railway management, is found in 
the movement of operating expenses. 
In last year's preliminary report atten- 
tion was called to the fact that a reduc- 
tion in operating expenses follows rath- 
er than accompanies a decrease in gross 
earnings. 
The present report seems to 


indicate that when the managers of rail- 
ways are farced to reduce operating ex- 
penses the cut is made decisive and 
final. Thus the decrease in the operat- 
ing expenses for the fiscal year 1894, us 
compared with 1893, was $713 per mile 
of line; the corresponding decrease for 
tho year ending Jnne 30, 1895, as com- 
pared with the fiscal your 1894, was 
but §44 por mile of line." 


This reduction in operating expenses 


caused 94,000 railroad employees to lose 
their jobs. 
These mou, thrown ont of 


work, had to tramp it when seeking 
employment elsewhere. They could not 
afford to patronize the railroads; hence 
they added nothing to tho passenger 
earnings. Enforced economy compelled 
them to buy less clothing, possibly less 
food also. Thus the freight earnings of 
the railroads were reduced. The hauling 
of food and clothing for 94,000 men 
would represent a good deal of tonnage. 


Railroad presidents and vice presi- 


dents, oven, if their salaries were not 
reduced, havo had a little experience 
that will enable them to reason out the 
whys and wherefores of good and bad 
times. They can help to restore the good 
times by working for Republican suc- 
cess in this year's elections.

Employers' Liability Insurance—Weekly Pay- 


ments—Biennial Rasolves Move Along. 
BOSTON", Feb. 22.—Ths labor committee 


gave a hearing on tho bill that no person 
or partnership engaged in tho manufac- 
turing business and having more than 25 
employes shall, by a special contract with 
persons in his or its employ, or by »ny 
other means, exempt himself or itself from 
the provisions of tlie weekly payment law 
of last year. Many spoko iu favor of tho 
bill. 


Tho rommlUoo on Insurance gave a 


hearing on the bill lo prohibit tho trans- 
notion of employers' liability insurance iu 
this state. Counsel for tho companies 
told tlie eommiueo that settlements lire 
made us often now as before this class ot 
insurance came in vogue. One of the at- 
torneys stated that iu this btato there is 
r.boiit $3iH),OJU.(WO of employers' liability 
insurance in lorce. Another said that the 
result ot tins kind of insurance has been 
to bring about an improvement in many 
factories iu tlu- kind of machinery used 
and the guards against accident provided. 


The committee on liquor low reported 


against the following bills in the senate: 
To establish a board of excise commission- 
ers for th» city ot Boston; to provide for the 
crantlng of licenses to first-class hotels 
with more than 5'J rooms within 100 feet of 
schoolhouscs; to reduce the number of 
liquor licenses in Boston by providing one 
for every 750 instead of 600 inhabitants;
